On account of 
the good character of our pupils 
they are in demand, and homes and 
plates are open and waiting for 
them. Two girls coming from Colo- 
rado reached here just before noon 
on Saturday, and each had a good 
home before night at good wages. 
Under such circumstances there is 
no excuse for a young person to go 
without an education. 

A fine class of pupils have come 
to us. Scores of them were reach- 
ed by the excellent field work of 
Prof. Sutton and Edison Rice; and 
when they came they were not dis- 
appointed. it is quite remarkable 
that some of the smaller country 
churches send more pupils, even 
twice as, many, to college as the very 
Somehow the 
young people of the cities are men- 
platy and morally, if not physically, 


debauched by the fast pace and 
The young 
people from the country are less 


tainted with the world, more hun- 
gry for knowledge, and the future is 
theirs. 

We have not yet told the best 
about the school. God is here in 
power and pouring out His Spirit 
upon wus. Bleven girls who live in 
dormitory under the’ prayerful 
watch-care of our precious matron, 
Mrs. M, EB. Bowers, have been saved 
and five have been sanctified. The 
young men are under the care of 
Prof. lL. A. Reed, and eight of them 
have been saved and four sanctified; 
and all this without an extra service. 

This is just as it should be. When 
Jesus is at the head of an institu- 
tien, and the Holy Spirit has right 
of way, and the Word of God is 
duly honored, literary studies and 
salvatton go hand in hand. With a 
Godly faculty intent on spreading 
the kingdom of God and _ righteous- 
ness in the earth there need be no 
divorce between scholarship and re- 
ligion in this“age or apy age. 

We close with a quéstion. Is not 
this the kind of school for Christian 
parents to patronize, and the place 
for young people to be trained for 
a noble and useful life?
